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HUMBOLDT - Bidding 
for offshore wind energy 
leases is done and Hum- 
boldt County is getting 
national attention as two 
areas off the county’s coast 
total more than $331 mil- 
lion of federal leasing. 

The federal Bureau of 
Ocean Energy Manage- 
ment auction began on 
Dec. 6 and concluded the 
next day. High bids for 
the offshore Humboldt ar- 
eas are $150.7 million and 
$173.8 million and the leas- 
es encompass more than 
132,000 acres 21 miles off- 
shore of Eureka. 

The winning bidders 
are RWE Offshore Wind 
Holdings LLC, a subsidi- 
ary of the globally-active 
RWE company, and Cali- 
fornia North Floating LLC, 
a subsidiary of the Den- 
mark-based Copenhagen 
Infrastructure Partners 
company. 

Three more leases to- 
taling $345.6 million are 
awarded for areas offshore 
of Morro Bay. 

The leasing is the first 
ever for the Pacific West 
Coast. Winning bidders 
will submit design, con- 
struction and operations 
plans, which will be subject 
to environmental review

Member of California 
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132,000-acre offshore Humboldt wind 
energy areas draw over $331M in bids 


A Dec. 7 press release 
from the U.S. Department 
of the Interior notes that 
the winning bidders can 
get a 20 percent credit for 
funding “programs or ini- 
tiatives that support work- 
force training programs for 
the floating offshore wind 
industry, the development 
of a U.S. domestic supply 
chain for the floating off- 
shore wind energy indus- 
try, or both.” 

An additional five per- 
cent credit can be had for 
bidders who forge Commu- 
nity Benefit Agreements. 
The funding from them 
will offset impacts to other 
ocean users and their com- 
munities. 

Together with other re- 
cent developments such 
as the Nordic Aquafarms 
indoor fish farm and Hum- 
boldt State University’s 
transformation into Cal 
Poly Humboldt, offshore 
wind energy will dramat- 
ically boost the county’s 
economy and jobs base. 

The county's Harbor 
District has gotten a $10.5 
million state grant toward 
development of an 86-acre 
wind energy supply facility 
at a former Humboldt Bay 
pulp mill site now owned 
by the district. 

The district calls the fa- 
cility a “West Coast hub 
for the industry,” as a part- 
nership with a major ma- 
rine terminal development 
company, Crowley Wind 
Services, will supply Morro 
Bay and offshore areas of 
Oregon with wind energy 
turbines and gear. 

It’s part of the Biden ad- 
ministration’s can-do plan 
to establish 30 gigawatts 
of offshore wind energy by 
2030 and 15 gigawatts of 
floating offshore wind en- 
ergy by 2035. 

The Humboldt and Mor- 
ro bay areas have potential 
to produce 4.6 gigawatts of 
the floating platform com- 
ponent, which would pow- 
er 1.5 million homes. 

But some losses are also 
expected, as offshore wind 
energy will displace com- 
mercial and tribal fishing 


areas. 

Ken Bates of the Hum- 
boldt Fishermen’s Mar- 
keting Association and the 
newly-formed California 
Fishermen’s Resiliency As- 
sociation described the sce- 
nario to the county’s Board 
of Supervisors on the day 
bidding began. 

He said offshore wind 
turbine development in 
California will take up 
about 2,000 miles of fish- 
ing area and another 800 
square miles from main- 
tenance buffers around 
transmission cable lanes. 

Humboldt Bay will have 
temporary closures as tur- 
bines and equipment are 
transported offshore. 

Bates advocated for ne- 
gotiation on avoiding and 
mitigating impacts to com- 
mercial fishing. 

“While fishermen think 
it’s a bad idea to covert 
fishing grounds from which 
we get sustainable food off 
of into electricity, we also 
know that as a community, 
we have to figure out how 
to have both,” he said. 

Supervisor Rex Bohn is 
known for his support of 
resource industries but he 
suggested losses are inevi- 
table. 

“As Ken said, you guys 
all want renewable energy 
but we’re all gonna have 
to take a little haircut and 
accept that we’re all gonna 
take a little beating to get to 
that point,” he said. 

“Yes, we don’t disagree 
with renewable energy at 
all but we prefer to not be 
put out of business or move 
away,” said Jake McMaster 
of the Humboldt Fisher- 
men’s Marketing Associa- 
tion. 

On the East Coast, the 
Responsible Offshore De- 
velopment Alliance, an ad- 
vocacy group that’s also ac- 
tive on the West Coast, has 
filed a lawsuit against the 
federal government over 
the country’s first approved 
offshore wind project off- 
shore of Massachusetts, 
saying its impacts to com- 
mercial fishing and marine 
animals are too severe.

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Election results wrap

HUMBOLDT - The Humboldt County Office 
of Elections released its final cumulative count of 
the Nov. 8 vote last Tuesday, with no changes to 
outcomes in key Northern Humboldt races from 
the previous tally. 

Arcata’s city-operated flagpoles will soon see 
the Stars & Stripes taking second billing, with the 
iconic Apollo 17 image of Planet Earth flying over- 
head. That’s because, according to the final tally 
of the Nov. 8 election, Arcata voters have passed 
Measure M, the Put the Earth On Top initiative 
championed by activist Dave Meserve. 

While initial returns had the measure trailing, 
post-election vote tallies saw it surge from behind 
to win a decisive, if not overwhelming victory. The 
final count, as released by the Humboldt County 
Office of Elections, was 3,051 or 52.31 percent in 
favor, and 2,781 or 47.69 percent opposed. 

In an interview with Union videographers Ray 
Olson and Moonlight Macumber, Meserve ex- 
pressed gratification at the outcome. 

“We're just proud of the people of Arcata for 
having supported the measure, which says that 
the Earth is more important to us than any coun- 
try or any state,” Meserve said. “It’s our home and 
we must defend it and protect it and make it safe 
and healthy for us for our kids and our grandkids. 

Opponents cited current laws regulating flag 
display, suggesting that passage of the measure 
could lead to costly legal consequences for the 
City of Arcata. But Meserve pledged to defend the 
new flag protocol against any challenges. 

“If that happens, what we as proponents have 
done is to guarantee that it will be pro bono, free 
attorneys defending it, so it won’t have to be the 
city attorney defending it, and it should minimize 
the cost to the city of any defense of ballot Mea- 
sure M,” he said. 

Concluded Meserve, “We cannot have a healthy 
nation unless we have a healthy Earth, and then 
having a healthy Earth needs to be our priority. 
And that’s what the flag on top symbolizes, is 
for us to focus our attention on the priority of a 
healthy and peaceful Earth.” 

After their swear-in this Thursday evening, the 
newly composed Arcata City Council will recon- 
vene in closed session to ascertain its stance to- 
ward any challenges to the measure.

So many factors that could be 
affecting this — economics, spay and 
neuter back-ups during COVID, hous- 
ing shortages, back yard breeding. Ten 
dogs came in in two days last week. 

Adoptions have been happening, but 
not at a rate that can handle that many 
dogs arriving. Staff and volunteers are 
doing everything they can to keep ev- 
eryone safe. Volunteers and communi- 
ty members are fostering dogs in their 
homes. Staff members are practicing 
creative space use at the shelter. Rescue 
(that’s us at Redwood Pals) are doing all 
we can to move animals out. 

We have sent almost 40 puppies to 
our partners in the Pacific Northwest in 
just the last month. As this goes to press, 
another two cars full are being readied 
to head out. I had three adorable (and 
messy!) pups in my home before the last 
transport. It’s very satisfying to see how 
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quickly they were adopted in a new venue.

HUMBOLDT -— Dungeness 
crabs still haven’t filled out 
their shells enough so the 
commercial season for the 
Humboldt area and the rest 
of the West Coast will be de- 
layed until at least the end of 
December. 

As of Dec.7, most areas 
fell a percentage point or two 
below a threshold 23 percent 
meat-to-shell ratio. Another 


round of testing will deter- 
mine if the season can open 
on Dec. 31. 

The California season 
start also remains affected 
by the presence of humpback 
whales South of Mendocino 
County and potential for en- 
tanglement in crab pot lines. 

Domoic acid is also a fac- 
tor in Oregon and the state’s 
Department of Fish and 
Wildlife reports that “ele- 
vated domoic acid is still de- 


tected in some crab viscera 
(guts).” 

What’s happening coast- 
wide affects openings be- 
cause they’re coordinated 
under what’s known as the 
Tri-State Dungeness Crab 
Process, which aims for uni- 
form openings of the fishery. 

Last year’s season had a 
timely coastwide opening on 
Dec. 1 following several years 
of delays due to meat quality 
and domoic acid.

City Manager Karen Diemer re- 
membered Barnes, who lived out- 
side her office window with a small 
Pomeranian. “It’s emotional,” Di- 
emer said. “It’s hard.” 

Barnes’ death was beyond up- 
setting for a group of more than 
two dozen individuals who showed 
up for Wednesday night’s City 
Council meeting. They wanted 
to know how a homeless person 
could be allowed to die unshel- 
tered in Arcata. 


But the council meeting was 
not to be, as a quorum of three 
members wasn’t available. Coun- 
cilmember Alex Stillman was 
away traveling, while Mayor Sta- 
cy Atkins-Salazar. Councilmem- 
ber Brett Watson again excused 
himself for medical reasons. He’s 
missed recent meetings due to 
personal illness, his rabbits giving 
birth and now, because his mother 
needs a kidney transplant. 

That left Vice Mayor Sarah 
Schaefer, Councilmember Mere- 
dith Matthews and Councilmem- 
ber-elect Kimberley White to field 
the demands — and the anger. 


After adjourning the official, 
no-quorum meeting, the electeds 
engaged with the crowd. “There 
was “lots of yelling,” White related. 
“Tt got a little heated.” 

“They got the passion and anger 
out, and now they’re ready to get 
down to business,” Schaefer said. 

While their principal demand 
was to open up city properties such 
as the D Street Neighborhood Cen- 
ter or Arcata Ball Park for use as 
shelters, it’s not that simple. 

“We have spots, but the issue is 
being able to staff it,” Schaefer said. 
The existing Safe parking facility on 
Samoa Boulevard might work, but 


its location is sub-optimal. 

“We need to get creative,” White 
said. “We're in a crisis.” She sug- 
gested “circus tents with heaters.” 

Diemer said a provider for staff- 
ing and operations is required. 
“Is it absolutely unattainable? Of 
course not,” she said. 

Arcata’s church-operated emer- 
gency shelters ended with the COVID 
pandemic, and haven’t returned. 

Schaefer said the council shares 
the public’s feelings of grief and 
urgency. “We are human people 
that do care,” she said. “I have a lot 
of ideas in my head. I hope we can 
offer a space.”

The other is the newly 
named East Village Studios, 
a Danco-led transformation 
of the former 1969-vintage 
Red Roof Inn just up the 
street. That $20.5 million 
project will provide about 
78 studio apartments with 
kitchenettes, with Red- 
wood Community Action 
Agency providing case 
management. East Village 
is expected to come online 
within the next few months. 

But The Grove is, as of 
Sunday night, up and run- 
ning, according to Darlene 
Spoor, AHP executive di- 
rector. 


“Starting at 9 a.m. Friday 
morning and ending at 3 
p.m. Sunday, the AHP team 
leased up 54 units of afford- 
able housing to 60 people,” 
Spoor said. “With an av- 
erage of 17 AHP staff and 
administrators on site at 
any time, people were wel- 
comed, offered showers and 
a change of clothes, dogs 
were washed and received 
flea treatment if needed, 
people signed their leas- 
es and the code of conduct 
rules were reviewed, and 
then they received the key 
to their own apartment.” 

As part of being launched 
into their new, housed life, 


Others have been 
unhoused for 20 years and 
most averaged five to seven 
years unhoused.” 

Residents range from 
single individuals to cou- 
ples to families. In the Arca- 
ta House tradition, and all 
will be expected to assume 
responsibility for them- 
selves and their homes.

The Grove will have 24 
hour security and support, 
with a locked gate acces- 
sible only to tenants with 
room key cards. A video se- 
curity system also monitors 
the premises. “They need to 
feel safe in their own place,” 
Spoor said of tenants. 

As Pierson Construction 
workers toiled about the 
property, installing every- 
thing from electrical wiring 
to windows, Spoor was full 
of gratitude for all the proj- 
ect’s partners. 

“The City of Arcata was 
our sponsor and we couldn’t 
have done it without them,” 
she said. “We're so grateful. 
They were really helpful ex- 
pediting the process.” Near- 
by Ray’s Food Place, she 


said, was “very supportive, 
and we're very grateful.” 

Partner agencies includ- 
ed, Redwoods Rural Health 
Center, the Veterans Ad- 
ministration, Humboldt 
County DHHS, plus the 
volunteers to do whatever 
needed to be done. 

The property will also in- 
clude an office and storage 
area for the on- site manag- 
er. What is now is a covered 
pool structure will become 
a community building. 

Spoor hoped the com- 
munity will pitch in to help 
make the project a success. 
“I would love some mem- 
bers of our community to 
start a book club, or start 
art projects,” she said.

Zender said he’s also 
looking for grant funds to 
help pay for further studies. 

“Its high time for 
McKinleyville residents to 
have all the information,” 
said Fifth District Super- 
visor Steve Madrone, who 
added that the communi- 
ty needs to know whether 
incorporation makes eco- 
nomic sense or not. 

Once the Cal Poly Hum- 
boldt study is done, there 
should be a community 
meeting to discuss its re- 
sults, Madrone said. 

If the community de- 
cides to pursue incorpo- 
ration, a more in-depth 
financial analysis would 
need to take place. That 
study could cost $100,000 
to $200,000, and it’s not 
clear who would pay for it.

We may be overthinking and overlooking simple solutions 


Shelter the homeless 


A woman was found dead crouched in 
the doorway of Arcata City Hall on Mon- 
day morning vainly trying to escape the 
cold and rain of this past weekend. 

If this doesn’t scream to you the need 
for an Extreme Weather Shelter (or Shel- 
ters) for the homeless, I can’t imagine 
what would speak to you, Arcata City 
Council, Karen Diemer and David Loya! 

What can we do, you may be thinking. 
Here are some suggestions: 

Open up some city-owned buildings: 
the Community Center on Dr. Martin Lu- 
ther King Jr Way, the D Street Neighbor- 
hood Center or the Arcata Ball Park for 
tents with platforms to elevate them from 
the wet ground and with propane heaters 
to keep the area relatively warm. 

A friend of mine has also suggested the 
need for “warming centers” during the 
day for those having to spend the nights 
outdoors. Those same buildings: the com- 
munity centers could serve as warming 
centers. People could come in to have 
something hot to drink, maybe some do- 
nated food. The centers, I understand, 
have washers and dryers that could be 
used to dry wet clothing and especially 
sleeping bags (which are useless as pro- 
tection once they are wet). 

And another urgent request is Please 
don’t sell that “surplus” city-owned prop- 
erty without putting it on the agenda for a 
council meeting, so that we, the residents 
and taxpayers, can debate it! 

That property could be used as a pilot 
project for tiny house villages! The two 
parcels on West End Road are zoned for 
“affordable housing”. The is NO more af-

My husband taught at HSU as a pro- 
fessor of psychology for 39 years, worked 
to form the Academic Senate, and helped 
administrators resolve sensitive matters 
during his tenure. He resigned his posi- 
tion as president of the Academic Senate 
because he believed the members were 
not working constructively on their own 
behalf, or for the betterment of the uni- 
versity. 

It was recently reported in the press 
that the Cal Poly Humboldt Academic 
Senate has taken issue with select Title IX 
protocols. Some faculty members are mak- 
ing the argument that transparency shows 
support for a person claiming harassment 
by another party on the Cal Poly Humboldt 
campus. 

While it appears that the intention of 
these faculty members is to help victims 
of harassment, I believe their thoughts are 
shortsighted and, if implemented, could do 
a great deal of harm to all parties involved, 
the intent of Title IX, and the university. 

When seeking the help of a physician, or 
counselor concerning sensitive issues, dis- 
cretion is expected from them.

The strange psychology of climate change - 
tribalism, acquisitiveness and consequences

at does human psychol- 
ogy have to do with cli- 
mate change? Can our ac- 


tions make a difference? How do we 
change behavior? How can we voice 
our concerns? What do we 
need to be aware of with cli- 
mate change anxiety? These 
are all mindful questions. 

To get answers to these 
questions I recently inter- 
viewed Professor Gregg 
Gold from Cal Poly Hum- 
boldt. He has earned two 
master’s degrees and a 
doctorate in psychology 
with multiple focuses from 
UCLA. He has served as as- 
sociate dean and the inter- 
im dean for the College of 
Professional Studies. 

Presently, Gold is teach- 
ing psychology of prejudice 
and social psychology. He has been 
the chair for the Sierra Club North 
Group Executive Committee since 
2004 and has been a member since 
2002. (Full disclosure, I am on the 
board of the executive committee.) 

This is part one of the interview, 
next month will be part two. 

How does psychology play a 
part in climate change? 

Psychology plays a significant role. 
The science has been clear. The barri- 
er to adopting mitigations solving the 
climate change problem is a psycho- 
logical problem, not a scientific one. 
We can have whatever kind of world 
we want because we are no longer 
confined to the whims of nature. 

We can create whatever kind of 
world we want, and we have clearly 
chosen politically, in terms of climate 
change, this world instead of a more 
sustainable one. You can see that in 
terms of prejudice and humanity. 
There’s no reason at this point for 
there to be inequality in the world; 
there’s no reason for the horrible 
things that people do to each other; 
there’s no natural reason for it. It is a 
psychological issue. 

Same thing with climate change. 
We have the tools available for us

to live a good and joyous life, but we 
have chosen a different one. 

Do you think it has anything to 
do with the primitive brain? 
The primitive brain is the brain- 

stem, which is pleasure, pain, fear 
and survival. I don’t think it has to 
do with the primitive brain because 
what you're saying is it’s instinctual. 
But if it’s instinctual then it should be 
everyone. But it’s not everyone. 

One of the reasons peo- 
ple want more for example, 
is that they get accustomed 
to whatever they have. Rich 
people want more because 
they get used to whatever 
they have. It’s like a con- 
stant noise in the back- 
ground. After a while you 
don’t notice it anymore, so 
you get used it. The change 
must be big enough for you 
to notice. 

Wealth tends to accumu- 
late. We're susceptible to 
advertising. People cannot 
tell reality from non-reali- 
ty, there’s absolutely no dif- 
ference in their minds. People tend to 
be very tribal. Those are reasons that 
some people have not paid attention 
to climate change. 

It’s hard for people to predict how 
they’re going to feel in the future, so 
they tend to care more about how 
they feel now. But this is the society 
we've structured. 

How do we create sustainable 
behavior that will help mitigate 
climate change’s destructive ef- 
fects? 

You create a social norm in so- 
ciety. It takes leaders, it takes grass 
roots efforts. And it'll probably take a 
change in how wealth is distributed. 
How do we create behavior? It has to 
be uncool to be a carbon hog. 

We don’t need a bigger and flash- 
ier car, a bigger house, faster jet, a 
bigger yacht — or two or three or four 
of them! All that stuff is considered 
success. All that stuff is considered 
cool. 

But what if a sign of status was 
how much good you did in the world? 
What if a sign of status was what you 
could conserve, living minimally but 
comfortably, and being able to live in 
a walkable community? 

It’s incredible how easily influ- 


enced people can be by things. Why 
do we spend billions and billions of 
dollars on advertising, trillions of 
dollars probably worldwide? Because 
we know it works. 

How do we measure human 
perceptions and motivations 
toward climate change? 

By whom they vote for. If they vote 
for politicians who really are intend- 
ing to change the world, that’s a pret- 
ty good measure. It’s one thing to say 
you care about climate change, but 
it’s another thing to say who you vote 
for. 

What’s their behavior? You say 
you care about climate change and 
yet you buy a new Tesla every two 
years? How long do you have to drive 
a 6,000-pound Tesla before it pays 
off its carbon debt? 

As the negative effects of cli- 
mate change grow, how might 
this affect mental health? 

We can already see the negative 
effects that climate change is having, 
particularly on young people. Young 
people have unprecedented levels of 
anxiety. Climate anxiety is part of the 
anxiety that young people face. It’s 
measurable. There’s research on it. 
There’s a climate change fishing anx- 
iety group at Cal Poly Humboldt that 
you can join to talk about it. It’s not 
just for students but also staff. 

(Climate anxiety) is real, it’s grow- 
ing and it’s an existential threat to the 
future. What’s the Earth going to look 
like in 60 years? it’s not a pretty pic- 
ture. What’s it going to look like with 
sea level rise? 

Youre going to see anxiety and de- 
pression. I think we’re already seeing 
it. You're seeing a rise in hate where 
people are being driven out of coun- 
tries that they used to live in because 
of climate change. 

Much of the migration is due to 
climate change. People can’t grow 
food, or they can’t survive in those 
temperatures and so they’re leaving 
because literally, the crops are dying. 
They want to survive. They want their 
families to survive. 

What strategy can people use for 
battling these mental stressors? Does 
humor work as a means of coping 
when talking about climate change? 

How do we address environmental 
injustice?

$2m NFWF grant to bring foredunes restoration

HUMBOLDT - Two mil- 
lion dollars is on its way to 
Humboldt Bay to restore 
native dune ecosystems, in- 
crease biodiversity and pro- 
vide climate resiliency. 

The National Fish and 
Wildlife Foundation (NFWF) 
and National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration 
(NOAA) just announced a 
record $136 million invest- 
ment in projects nationwide 
that will help communities 


prepare for increasing coast- 
al flooding and more intense 


storms, while improving 
thousands of acres of coastal 
habitats. 


A native foredune_res- 
toration project planned in 
partnership by Friends of the 
Dunes and the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service was identi- 
fied by NFWF and NOAA as 
one of the most promising 
nature-based solutions to the 
impacts of climate change 
and sea level rise in the Unit-

ed States. 

The resulting $2 million 
grant award from NFWF to 
Friends of the Dunes will 
result in the restoration of 
approximately 20 acres of 
foredunes at two ends of a pre- 
viously restored four miles of 
shoreline on the North Spit of 
Humboldt Bay, which protects 
the community of Manila. 

“This project builds on 
the visionary work of Andrea 
Pickart and our partners at 
the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service to restore native 
coastal habitat and create a 
more resilient dune system,” 
said Mike Cipra, executive 
director of Friends of the 
Dunes. “It means a lot that 
the National Fish and Wild- 
life Foundation and NOAA 
are investing in the future of 
our biodiverse dunes and in 
the protection of Humboldt 
Bay communities.” 

Newly published _re- 
search conducted through 
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the multi-partner Humboldt 
Coastal Resilience Project 
has demonstrated that re- 
storing native dune vege- 
tation leads to increased 
resilience. Invasive species 
such as European beachgrass 
prevent the movement of 
sand inland and build steep, 
narrow, static foredunes that 
are subject to scarping and 
significant loss during win- 
ter storms — storms that are 
predicted to grow more se- 
vere with climate change and 
sea level rise. Replacing in- 
vasive plant species with na- 
tive species creates a broad- 
er, higher foredune, allows 
quicker recovery from large 
storms, and maintains sed- 
iment flow, with movement 
of sand from the beach to the 
foredune and backdune. 

This landmark restoration 
and resilience project will im- 
plement the peer-reviewed 
findings of the Humboldt 
Coastal Resilience Project 
by removing invasive species 
that decrease resilience and 


revegetating with native spe- 
cies that increase resilience 
and biodiversity. The project 
is a collaboration involving 
multiple partners, includ- 
ing the U.S. Fish and Wild- 
life Service, Friends of the 
Dunes, Redwood Communi- 
ty Action Agency, the Califor- 
nia Conservation Corps and 
the Wiyot Tribe. 

“We are excited to have 
an opportunity to work with 
our community partners on 
this collaborative restoration 
effort. This project is the 
culmination of 40 years of 
partnering with the commu- 
nity on the collective goals

of conserving biodiversity 
and restoring habitats in and 
around Humboldt Bay,” said 
Cashell Villa, Project Leader 
for the Humboldt Bay Na- 
tional Wildlife Refuge. 

The areas where the 
planned restoration work 
will take place over the next 
four years include the 122- 
acre Humboldt Coastal Na- 
ture Center property and the 
relatively newly conserved 
325-acre Wadulh Unit of 
the Humboldt Bay National 
Wildlife Refuge, just north of 
the Lanphere Dunes. Wadulh 
means “dunes” in Soulatluk, 
Wiyot language. 

When this project is com- 
plete, there will be a 5.3-mile, 
contiguous stretch of fully re- 
stored foredunes running from 
the Humboldt Coastal Nature 
Center in the south, through 
the Ma-l’el and Lanphere 
Dunes, to the Wadulh Unit.
